secret police exiled them for 
suspected activities against the 
state, and later in the 1948 cam­ 
paign against Israel. Amer and 
Nasser plotted the formation of 
a free officers movement inside 
the Egyptian army to overthrow 
Farouk.

Edwards' interest was awak­ 
ened as a schoolboy in Quincy, 
Mass., when he learned the 
present calendar is in the shape 
it it because Julius and Augus­ 
tus Caesar decided to have 
months named after them. 
The story as Edwards learned 
it was that one of the months re­ 
placed by the new July and Au­ 
gust had only SO days in it and 
the Romans considered even- 
numbered months unlucky. In 


order to make them both lucky 
31-day months, a day had to be 
taken from February, which 
was already down to 29. 
February is the chief horrible 
example cited by Edwards in 
hit plea for calendar reform. 
He also thinks it unnecessari­ 
ly confusing to have the year 
start on a different day each 
year. 
Edwards’ solution is to start 
the year with a sort of no-day 
that would be an international 
holiday. It might be called Jan­ 
uary zero, he says, and it would 
come between Sunday, Dec. 31, 
and Monday, Jan. I. He would 
have a July zero in the middle 
of the year in leap years. 
For those who find zero an un­ 
satisfactory date, he offers the 
suggestion that the two non­ 
days be designated as New 
Year’s Day and Leap Year Day. 
With those matters deposed of 
Edwards’ year would follow 
steady course in which each 
three months would have 91 
days, the days being arranged 
30, 30, 31. The year would ai 
ways start on Monday and boll 
days would come on the same 
day each year. 
Edwards has visited or writ­ 
ten to 90 countries in his effort 
to win adoption of his plan but

President J o hnso n’s dependa­ 
bility fo r truth-telling but has 
beco me weary o f this and o f 
him and weary , as well, o f the 
results—a war-weary , crime- 
weary , rio t-weary , inflatio n- 


weaiy , tax -weary peo ple just 
itching to kick so mebo dy in 
the pant* and they do n’t care 
much who . 
On qualificatio ns, if fact 
were decisiv e, fo rmer (eight 
lo ng y ears) Vice President 
Richard M. Nix o n is clearly 
the best qualified Republican 
to succeed to the Presidency .

The co ld pro o f co mes in 
Mr. Nix o n s last Presidential 
o ppo nent. Surely , y o u co uld 
hav e listed a hundred names

Senato r J o hn F. Kennedy .

had 
nev er 
had 
the 
slightest administrativ e ex ­ 
perience in the hard practice 
o f high-lev el decisio n-making. 
Mr. Kennedy ’s reco rd in the 
Ho use and Senate was utterly 
meaningless. Altho ugh he was 
friendly with his co lleagues,

nev er deeply

ressed them in either party 
and was distinctly a junio r 
figure thro ugho ut his so jo urn. 
He wo n by less than l/10th 
o f o ne per cent o f the v o tes, 
but the asto unding thing is 
that thi* junio r Senato r re­ 


ceiv ed hi* paity ’s no minatio n 
at all and then was regarded 
as qualified fo r the Presiden­ 
cy . 
It seems co mmo nly agreed 
that a marv elo us perso nal 
charm and the TV debates 
made the difference. Millio ns 
came to like Mr. Kennedy and 
that’s abo ut all theirs was to 
it. 
Go v erno r Ro ckefeller co v ­ 
ered the co untry twice in hi* 
po pularity appeals but he nev ­ 
er caught o n in * similar way 
no r did his many qualifica­ 
tio ns help him to do so . 
Republican insider* felt fo r 
a lo ng time that Ro mney had 
the spark, especially after his 
o v erwhelming re-electio n to 
the Michigan go v erno rship in 
the face o f the LBJ landslide. 
Obv io usly ,

h d 
co o led o ff ev en befo re the 
“ brainwashing” co ntro v ersy . 
In 19 68 there will be 15 
primaries, beginning March 12 
in New Hampshire, with Wis­ 
co nsin.

President Johnson’s seven-member panel on educa­ 
tion has come up with a proposal that pushes the 
Great Society near Utopia, with the federal govern­ 
ment eliminating all the pain, sacrifice and hardship 
that are traditionally associated with the quest for a 
higher education. All the student would have to do 
is sign an agreement that for 40 years after college 
he will pay back into an “educational opportunity 
bonk” an amount based on how much he borrowed 
and on how much he will be earning in any future 
year. 
A White House spokesman has informed the na­ 
tion that the idea is being released without any en­ 
dorsement by President Johnson—to be shaped, so 
says the spokesman, by public discussion. Well, maybe 
—but to the cynic, this is but the latest in the con­ 
stantly recurrent episodes of creeping federalism, the 
persistent incursions of Washington into areas that 
a few decades ago were off limits to all philosophies 
except that of individual and private enterprise. 
The panel contends the “bank" idea would end a 
youth’s dependence on his parents, or others, for a 
“free ride" through coliege. This argument has a hol­ 
low ring. At 17 or 18, a young man, simply because 
he is young, cannot have, or be expected to have, 
the resources to pay for a college education; he is 
forced by circumstances to ask others to pay his way. 
But the “free ride" label is unfair, for many a college 
grad has devoted his fist few working years to pay­ 
ing back what his folks expended on him. The panel’s 
blueprint would simply substitute Unde Sam for Dad 
and Mom, and would merely make repayment a legal 
obligation, rather than a voluntary gesture. 
Yet no one con deny that this monumental bor­ 
rowing formula has some attractive aspects — any­ 
thing making needed cash available in lavish amounts 
and virtually for the asking is bound to have appeal. 
The question is whether it will exact too high a price 
in the virtues that long have been extolled as con­ 
stituting the inner fiber of America — independence, 
initiative, self-reliance and all the rest. Many a pres­ 
ent leader in the American community toiled long and 
hard to accumulate the dollars that paid, or helped 
pay, his way through college and he emerged a bet­ 
ter man for the sacrifice. He battled for his educa­ 
tion; the panel would now hand it over on a silver 
platier to anyone willing to mortgage himself to the 
federal government for the greater part of his adult 
life. 
The authors of this college-without-pain plan are 
putting it forth as “not a loan program, but a de­ 
vice to enable students to sell participation shares in 
their future incomes." This is high-sounding non­ 
sense; the government would loan the money, the stu­ 
dent would repay it. It’s a loan—period. 
Despite the lack of an immediate White House 
endorsement, the report is a good bet to form the 
basis of a bill that will be dropped in the hopper come 
January or so. 
Neither the supporters nor the opponents have 
been heard from in any great numbers yet Some 
state universities and land grant colleges are critical, 
warning of a sharp rise in tuitions and contending it 
would be better to initiate a program of broad federal 
aid for all colleges. This view is not completely di­ 
vorced from self interest. One of the proponents— 
in this case MIT’s Jerrold R. Zachariah and the panel 
chairman—defends the idea as a help to middle in­ 
come families, a premise quite beyond challenge. Mr. 
Zacharias also predicts the long-range cost to the gov­ 
ernment will be very small because, he says, “of 
economic growth and inflation.’’ The cost of educa­ 
tion has risen at an unusually precipitous rate even 
for an era of general cost increases. Anyone who 
thinks that inflation will be halted under Washing­ 
ton’s prevailing fiscal practices should take a cue from 
Mr. Zacharias.

Johnson Will Take 
No Blame for Riots 


WASHINGTON— President 
Johnson has apparently de­ 
cided that he will not allow 
any blame for riots of the last 
two years to be imposed on 
hon in the political arena in 
1968. But the speech he made 
in Kansas Qty Thursday to 
the International Association 
of Police Chiefs, stating that 
the responsibility for keeping 
the peace is “squarely on the 
shoulders of local authorities” 
and that the federal govern­ 
ment cannot ‘‘prevent a riot in 
a great metropolis.” by no 
means closes the debate. 
Strictly speaking, the Presi­ 
dent is right in saying that the 
local police rmr-t bear the 
burden of Mw enforcement. 
But this is not the bas e issue. 
The causes of riots are far 
more pertinent than what Is 
done to squelch them once 
they have begun. Indeed, the 
federal government is today 
primarily responsible for the 
climax that has been reached 
in the conflict between the 
races arisring from the prob­ 
lems of segregation and de­ 
segregation. 
Under the civrl-rights acts 
which have been passed in the 
last few years, the federal 
government has assumed a re­ 
sponsibility for racial rela­ 
tions such as has never been 
undertaken by the states in 
the north or the south. Con­ 
gress has enacted laws giving 
the federal government the 
right to intervene in questions 
involving racial ‘‘disoTmana- 
tion” in almost any' form. 
The 
federal 
government, 
moreover, wields its vast pow­ 
ers over the disbursement of 


public funds as a club over 
the heads of state and local 
authorities in order to speed 
up "integration'’ not only in 
schools but in public accomo­ 
dations. housing and employ­ 
ment. 
What Mr. Johnson conven­ 
iently overlooks is that in 
many cities in the north 
like Milwaukee, for example 
—the issue of ‘‘open housing” 
would never have developed 
into the bitter controversy 
that has been the cause of 
recent rioting if it had not 
for the federal government's 
intrusion into the whole hous­ 
ing problem. 
Thus, while it may be liter­ 
ally true that the federal 
government i t s e l f cannot 
prevent a riot by sending 
policemen into a community, 
the federal courts and a ma­ 
jority of the Congress, to­ 
gether with the President, 
Joined to impose upon states 
rules and regulations in the 
handling of racial ‘‘discrimi­ 
nation” which are at the 
heart of the whole problem 
of rioting and discontent. 
The Department of Justice 
goes into court promptly to 
take action against schools 
or other institutions in the 
South which allegedly are 
engaging in "discriminatory” 
practices, but is slow to do 
so in other areas of the coun­ 
try. Federal troops were sent 
into Mississippi and Alabama 
to quell disturbances without 
any request on the part of 
the governors of those states, 
but President Johnson hesi­ 
tated to order troops to De­ 
troit until he had a written 
request from the Governor of 
Michigan. A controversy is

responsible f o r the delay, 
during which the casualty 
list grew. 
The President himself lit

m e m b e r s of the British 
House of Commons who op­ 
pose the war kl Vietnam 
were kl Washington inter­ 
viewing high government of­ 
ficials last week. Simultane­ 
ously the leaders of the 
American House of Repre­ 
sentatives who favor the war 
in Vietnam kicked the Brit­ 
ish in the seat of the pants 
by knocking out a provision 
to buy 16 wooden British- 
built mine iweepers, costing 
$180 million. In return, the 
British were going to spend 
82.5 billion buying our TFX 
airplane — now the F ill. 
Later the Senate reluctantly 
concurred with the House. 
The British MPS didn’t 
know much about the Ameri­ 
can Congressmen who kicked 
them kl the backside, and 
the American Congressmen 
didn’t know much about the 
British 
MPS 
whom 
they 
kicked. The American Con­ 
gressmen. chiefly hawks, 
didn’t know, for instance, 
that they were doing the 
British MPs a great favor in 
strengthening 
their 
peace 
position Inside the Labor 
party. 
And 
the 
British 
MPs 
didn’t know that the Con­ 
gressman who introduced the 
kick, Rep John W. Byrnes. 
R-Wis., 
had 
managed 
to 
wriggle out of a flagrant ccn- 
flict-of-interest case. 
During their stay in Wash­ 
ington, the British parlia­ 
mentarians were asked about 
unethical 
conduct 
in 
the 
House of Commons—specifi­ 
cally whether they had any 
cases 
of 
Doddism. 
They 
showed tha t they had not. 
In contrast. Rep. Byrne*, 
author of the amendment 
killing the 16 wooden mine 
•weepers, had been involved 
with Bobby Baker, the Sen­ 
ate secretary now convicted 
of influence-peddling. 
In 1960, Byrne* intervened 
with Internal Revenue to get 
a favorable ruling for the 
Mortgage Guaranty Insur­ 
ance Company’ of Milwaukee, 
and persuaded the Treasury 
to reverse two previous rul­ 
ings which would have made 
MGICs reserves subject to 


corporate income taxes. A* a 
result of this favorable rul­ 
ing, MGIC stock skyrocketed 
in value. 
As an obvious reward, Rep. 
Byrnes was permitted to buy 
a Nock of MGIC stock at the 
very low price of 82.300. His 
profit zoomed up to 826,000. 
When all this came out 
during the Bobby Baker in­ 
vestigation, the GOP Con­ 
gressman from Wisconsin got 
on the House floor, wrung his 
hands and almost wept to his 
colleagues that he had done 
nothing wrong. 
"I deny that I have engaged 
in any unethical conduct," he 
moaned. He proposed giving 
his stock oroflts to charity. 
This self-righteous wailing, 
however, did not hide the feet 
that Byrnes 
had violated 
Criminal Code 18, Section 281, 
which prohibits a Congress­ 
man from receiving pay for 
lobbying with the U. S. gov­ 
ernment. The Johnson admin­ 
istration did prosecute Bob­ 
by Baker, Democrat, but not 
Rep. Byrnes, Republican.

The above was not known 
to the Parliament members 
who were asked about British 
ethics and saw their govern­ 
ment kicked in the seat of the 
pants.

lican leader high in the race. 
At 54, he remains six years 
younger than Romney, five 
year* younger than Gov.

Mr. Kennedy’s record in the 
House and Senate wa* utterly 
meaningless. Although he was 
friendly with his colleagues, 
he hail never deeply im- 
ressed them in either party 
and was distinctly a junior 
figure throughout his sojourn. 
He won by less than l/10th 
of one per cent of the votes, 
but the astounding thing is 
that this Junior Senator re­ 


ceived his pasty’s nomination 
at all and then waa regarded 
as qualified for the Presiden­ 
cy.

Millions 
came to like Mr, Kennedy and 
tliat’a about all there was to 
it.

Republican insiders felt for 
a long time that Romney had 
the spark, especially after his 
overwhelming re-election to 
the Michigan governorship in 
the face of the LBJ landslide.

The selfish savagery of the society in 
which he lived; the inordinate pride of 
the President, the complacent self-interest 
of the congressmen, the thirst of the 
military for power and prestige, and the 
mad scramble of war industries to grab 
and spend 75 billions of dollars this year, 
these are the things that destroyed our 
son, not the Viet Cong. 


Only vocal and written expressions of 
opposition from concerned individuals can 
save any of the over-10,000 boys doomed 
to die in the next year. Any person who 
feels that this war is not in our national 
interest and does not speak out is betray­ 
ing his conscience, his country, and those 
poor dead and to he dead boys.

NEW YORK (AP) — The 
pledge by the nation's tremen­ 
dously wealthy life insurance 
companies to invest $fc billio n in 
the slums not only 
is’gratify ing 
but may be reftfembesgd as his­ 
toric also. 
It illustrates, for one thing 
that the needs of society and 
business may coincide for each 
others’ benefit at a time when 
some Americans suspect that 
business and society are at 
odds. 
It provides an easily under­ 
stood ex ample of the thesis that 
the slums and other social prob­ 
lems represent not only obliga 
tions for business but opportuni 
tics as well. 
Now that the insurance indus­ 
try has made a commitment, its 
action might encourage similar 
contributions in the other public 
areas of education, transporta 
tion, recreation, health care 
poverty, and pollution. 
The industry's decision also 
mark s a departure from its own 
very conservative tradition of 
investing in government securi­ 
ties. bonds, stock s, mortgages, 
real estate and policy loans. 
True, the $1 billion will be in­ 
vested mostly in reai estate, but 
perhaps it would be more accu­ 
rate to fay the investment will 
be in society—which is where 
the insurance men got the mon­ 
ey in the first place. 
Life has been good to most of 
the big, well-run life companies. 
In 1900 they had assets of 51.74 
billion. Now their assets are 
$167 billion ana growing in the 
1960 b at the rate of $8 billion a 
year. 
In relation to this enormous 
figure, the sum of $1 bilHon is 
small. It appears small also in 
relation to the amount of money 
which the industry must invest 
each year, something more than 
$35 billion. 
The }l billion is big enough, 
nevertheless, to 
mak e an im­ 
pact on slum life, and an impact 
as well on other 
businesses that 
also might consider using their 
caDital and sk ills in the slums. 
Since 1960, a spok esman for 
the industry said, some $15 bil­ 
lion of insurance money was in­ 
vested in urban renewal. These 
funds, however, 
were spread 
over large areas of the cities. 
The $1 billion will be concentrat­ 
ed. Its results should be more 
observable. 
Aiding the industry in formu­ 
lating its plan is a cohesiveness 
not present in some other indus­ 
tries. Life insurance is a busi­ 
ness involving more than 1,700 
companies, but the assets are 
concentrated. Agreement by the 
giants can encourage others to 
follow. 
Perhaps a renewed sense . of 
social responsibility may be at 
work also. Some friends hut 
many

were

through opposition to medicare 
(another effect of its cohesive­ 
ness). Now the industry dutiful­

In other words, a good 
society is good business.

Ashmore said he and Baggs 
visited with Ho Chi Minh for two 
hours, and found the North Viet­ 
namese premier., "deliberately 
conciliatory and . . . Ho seemed 
prepared to consider a specific 
proposal based on a formula for 
mutual de-escalation.” 
"Ho had understood,’* 
Ash­ 
mo re said, "that we wo uld re­ 
port our conversation’ to the 
State Department, and ex pected 
some response, since he 
had 
made arrangements td hav e any 
further message sent directly to 
him." 
The response to Ho Chi Minh’s 
attitude, Ashmore said, was

letter drafted by himself and 
Baggs in collaboration with Wil­ 
liam P. Bundy, assistant sec 
retary of state for East Asian 
and Pacific affairs.

W ASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court, back in busi­ 
ness nex t month, faces a plea 
that it bind the states to another 
key provision of the Bill of 
Rights: the right to a jury trial 
in criminal cases. 
The appeal comes from Loui­ 
siana, where Gary Duncan, a 
Boothville Negro, was tried by a 
judge on a charge of simple 
battery, 
convicted 
and 
sen­ 
tenced to 60 days in prison and 
a $150 fine. 
The 21-year-old tugboat skip­ 
per’s demand for a jury trial 
was turned down. He could have 
been sent to prison for two 
years and fined 300. 
The Six th Amendment to the 
U.S. Constitution, ratified by the 
states in December 1791 along 
with thet rest of Bill of Rights, 
guarantees trial by an impartial 
jury "in all criminal prosecu­ 
tions." 
However, 
unlike 
most 
key 
provisions 
of 
the 
Bill 
of 
Rights—including all other ele­ 
ments of the 6th Amendment— 
it is binding only on the federal 
level. 
Inch by inch, using the post- 
Civil War 14th Amendment as 
the device, the Supreme Court 
has applied 
Bill 
of 
Rights 
guarantees to the states, includ­ 
ing free speech, the ban on un­ 
reasonable search and seizure 
and 
protection 
against 
self- 
incrimination. 
Last March it added the 6th 
Amendment right to a speedy 
trial. 
Now, 
Duncan’s 
attorney, 
Richard B. Sobol of New Or­ 
leans, is asking the Court to in­ 
clude the right to a jury trial. 
His appeal says trial by jury in 
criminal cases is a right trace­ 
able to the earliest Sax on col­ 
onies and points out that it is 
a fundamental article of the 
Magna Carta.
